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COVER STORY 


We are very proud of our new and striking cover which was made possi- 
ble through the community relations department of the Itek Corporation of 
Lexington, Mass., and the cooperation of Reynolds-DeWalt Printing Company 
of New Bedford. This photo of Cape Cod was made aboard Skylab with a six- 
lens Itek camera. Each lens was equipped with its own filters and film supply, 
so that each looked at a particular range of the spectrum. One filter-film 
combination was set for full color; a second was set for infra-red sensitive 
color; each of the other four examined a different narrow section of the 
visible-light and infra-red spectrum. 

Our cover is an infra-red color photo of beach-rimmed and wooded 
Cape Cod and the Islands reaching north to Manomet Point and west to 
Cuttyhunk in the Elizabeth Islands. Blue swirls in the water indicate both 
depth and dynamic conditions. Note the deep water channels leading into 
Nantucket and Barnstable Harbors. 

Photos taken with the Itek camera from aboard Skylab will be studied by 
scientists over the world throughout the next few years. Scientists will be 
hunting for the tell-tale finger-prints of underground minerals and oil, sub- 
surface water, diseased or damaged crops and forests, water and air pollu- 
tion, weather patterns, ocean currents, and flooding and erosion. Faint 
cross-shaped marks in some of the photos are used for determining precise 
measurements of the areas photographed. 

Later on in the season we will be holding a lobby exhibit of some of 
these remarkable photographs from Skylab made possible with the Itek 
cameras.

offered her the leading role in ‘‘Look 
After Lulu’’. Her personal notices in this 
were glowing, but it was not until she 
made her musical debut in her next 
show, ‘“‘The Unsinkable Molly Brown”, 
that the world became Tammy Grimes- 
conscious. She won her first Tony 
Award for ‘‘Best Actress in a Musical 
Comedy” and continued in the role for 
two years. ‘‘Molly’’ was followed with 
starring roles in Broadway’s ‘‘Rattle of a 
Simple Man’’, the musical, ‘‘High 
Spirits’’ (based on Noel Coward's 
“Blithe Spirit’) as the ghostly Elvira, and 
in the Pulitzer Prize-winning ‘‘The Only 
Game in Town” by Frank D. Gilroy. Her 
most recent appearance on Broadway 
was in the critically acclaimed revival of 
“Private Lives’’. Her most recent ap- 
pearance at the Playhouse was in ‘‘The 
Warm Peninsula” in 1971. She made her 
film debut co-starring with David 
McCallum in ‘Three Bites of the 
Apple’, following it with “Arthur, Ar- 
thur’’. Her most recent film was ‘‘Play It 
As It Lays”. 





BRIAN BEDFORD (Elyot Chase) — A na- 
tive of Yorkshire, Mr. Bedford trained 
for the stage at the Royal Academy of 
Dramatic Arts. His professional career 
began with the Liverpool Repertory 
Company where he created a widely 
heralded ‘‘Hamlet’’ at the age of 
twenty-one. He made his first London 
appearance in ‘‘The Young and the 
Beautiful” which Peter Brook directed. 
This was followed by an appearance in 
‘‘A View From the Bridge” and im- 
mediately thereafter, Ariel in ‘‘The 
Tempest” at the Shakespeare Memorial 
Theatre in Stratford Upon Avon, where 


he also played opposite Dame Peggy 
Ashcroft in ‘“Cymbeline.” It was, how- 
ever, his London success as the young 
son in ‘Five Finger Exercise” that estab- 
lished him as one of the foremost 
young actors in the British theatre and 
in which he debuted in New York, co- 
Starring with Jessica Tandy. In quick 
succession, Mr. Bedford was acclaimed 
for his role as Charles Boyer’s son in 
“Lord Pengo” and in the double bill of 
‘The Private Ear and The Public Eye” on 
Broadway, and off-Broadway audiences 
hailed him as the star of the long run- 
ning success ‘‘The Knack,” directed by 
Mike Nichols. Prior to these, Mr. Bed- 
ford had made additional London ap- 
pearances in ‘‘Write Me A Murder” and 
in an all-star revival of Shaw’s ‘‘The 
Doctor’s Dilemma’ at the Haymarket 
Theater. Mr. Bedford was starred in the 
television series ‘‘Coronet Blue” and his 
screen credits include starring roles in 
“The Pad,” ‘‘The Angry Silence’ and 
“Grand Prix’’. Additional New York the- 
ater appearances at this time include 
Peter Ustinov’s ‘‘The Unknown Soldier 
and His Wife”, a play which he also per- 
formed some years later at its London 
premiere, Tennessee Williams’ ‘Seven 
Descents of Myrtle’ and his work with 
the APA Phoenix Repertory Company 
where he played most notably in ‘‘The 
Cocktail Party” and ‘‘The Misanthrope”. 
During the 1969 season at Stratford, 
Connecticut for the American Shake- 
speare Festival, Mr. Bedford appeared 
again as Hamlet and as Tusenbach in 
“The Three Sisters’. Immediately there- 
after, he co-starred with Tammy Grimes 
in the now celebrated revival of ‘‘Private 
Lives’’, a great success on Broadway and 
in Chicago and Los Angeles. The follow- 
ing season, Mr. Bedford won the covet- 
ed Tony Award as Best Actor of the 
Season for his performance in ‘‘The 
School for Wives’’, a role he also es- 
sayed on a national tour with enormous 
success. He then toured nationally in 
the title role of ‘‘Butley’’ and im- 
mediately thereafter scored one of the 
great successes of his career when he
